This was on great little contest. I got caught up in it. Got up this 
morning to see it was about 25 degrees. With a bit of procrastinating I 
finally threw some sting over one of the trees in the front yard and 
pulled a 50 £t. piece of wire up. I ran that down to a balum and used a 
15 foot counterpoise. This was feed into the Z11 autotuner and then to 
the DSW rigs. Most activity was on 20 meters as 40 just did not seem to 
active. I ran 2 watts for the contest as I wanted to try out the antenna 
system. This was a change from my usual dipoles so I wanted to see how 
it performed. It did work well on 20. 40 meters never got a good test. 


By the time I got on the air the temp was up to 30 degrees. It never got 
over 35 for the day so it was nice and cold sitting there trying to hit 
the keyer. I worked in spurts. The battery was a 5 Ah cell so it got 
taken inside every time I took a break. And yes it was solar charged - I 
had to get the natural power points. Otherwise I would have used the 
NiMH batteries. 


As the sun dropped the temperature dropped. I had the first moral 
dilemma of the contest. I had take a small radio shack digital battery 
out in the evening to make the temp easier to read. But it just kept 
showing a lower an lower temp. It finally bottomed out at 15 degrees. 
But the air conditioning thermometer only got down the 22 degrees. Then 
the thermometer that I always consider the "official" number for the QTH 
only got down to 27 degrees. I was happy to see that one get below 30. 
So in the end I'll claim the 20-30 degree x5 mult. I just don't believe 
the Radio Shack thermometer. In fact when it went below 20 I just gave 
everyone a temp of 20. 


The final take was 34 QSO, 2 Dupes and 14 states. With a x4 mult for the 
field location, the x5 mult for the temperature, and the x2 for the 
natural power mult I come up with a score of 17,920 if I did it right. 

Of course when I do the final check of the log I may come up with more 
dupes. 


The DSW rigs and the LDG Z11 auto tuner worked like a charm. 


Now I'm ready for field day.

I completed rewinding all of the toroids, hooked the receiver to an RF 
Generator and did a complete receiver alignment. Receiver sensitivity is 
better than specs. I could still hear an audible signal down to .07uv, and 
usable (noise level permitting) at .1uv. I did a quick comparison with my 
TEN-TEC Triton IV, and found it to be pretty close to the Triton. Now this 
is a surprise! These measurements were done with a Motorola R-2670 
Communications Systems Analyzer. I checked the audio with the active audio 
filter on and found the pass band at about 400Hz, and peak audio at about 
750Hz. Turned off, it's about 1.4KHz wide, right at specs. I'm satisfied 
with the receiver's performance, so It's time to move on to the transmitter. 
Oh yeah, one more detail. I glued L2 to the PCB with some general purpose 
cement, I don't want it moving around. I give the PCB another look over to 
see if I've disturbed anything and all looks well. I reconnected the 
analyzer, hooked up the power supply and key. Key down. Observed a lack of 
current draw. Turned up mixer driver. no difference. Looked at the collector 
of the final RF transistor for voltage, nada. UH OH this doesn't look good. 
I then traced the input voltage back to the transmit receive relay, nothing 
on the transmit side. Looking across K1, I can see the voltage drop on key 
down, but the relay is not pulling in. Pulled the relay and tested, and it 
looks good, Huh. Now I remember from past experience that some relays have 
an internal diode across the relay coil to short the voltage spike when 
voltage is removed from the coil and the magnetic field collapses. With that 
in mind, I then apply voltage to the coil and then reverse polarity. It 
works in one direction but not in the other. Bingo. Whether it's an 
incorrect part or the PCB layout, point here is, It aint gonna work! Well, 
instead of cutting traces, I have decided to order another relay from Radio 
Shack Tech America, with out internal diode. I get online and order it. Part 
# 900-2385. Next installment, when the part comes in. Tim

This was another super fun operating event! Thanks to AZ ScQRPions for 
sponsoring this midwinter fete and giving me an excuse to venture away 
from home to operate. My friend Bill, AD6JV, put on his anthropologist's 
hat, and came out to observe my peculiar behavior and assist with antenna 
wrangling. I thought my QRPTTF antlers last year were a bit lacking. This 
time, I loaded for bear. Curiously, I didn't do much better! Instead of an 
assortment of hamsticks, I threw a 40m twinlead-fed dipole into the trees 
at Huddart Park, not far from my QTH. I hoped the increased elevation and 
the sloping hills to the East would give my signal a needed boost. I 
scoped out a site earlier this week that would provide North-South antenna 
supports so I could be broadside to the East. The antenna height turned 
out to be about 50 feet. I used Doug Hendrick's explanation when curious 
hikers wondered just what the heck I was up to during the launching.

Well, we learned a lot today ... and had a lot of fun to boot. The 
morning started with Fran (KM1Z), Jay (KK1J), and myself putting up the 
40 meter dipole. Nice thing about having 3-6 feet of snow around is that 
the mast can just be shoved into the snow bank, the snow stomped down a 
bit, and the only guys you need are tension on the dipole arms. Fran got 
on the air on 40 meters with is Sierra while Jay and I built the 20 
meter dipole. Using the MFJ259B it was a snap, although I was a little 
puzzled that the last adjustment we made the SWR was rhythmically 
swinging between 1.5:1 and 1.2:1, until I realized the rhythm was the 
same as the sidetone I could hear from across the yard ... the 259 was 
picking up Fran calling CQ. It dropped to 1.2:1 as soon as Fran stopped! 


A few contacts later we switched Bob's (WE1U) K-1 in for the Sierra and 
away we went. We had visits and guest ops from John (KB1EZC), Leila 
(KB1EZD), Leo (KB1EZE), KDIR, WE1U, W1IDEC, W1SLR. 


We had thermal support from a big pot of "New England bed warmer chili" 
from KK1iJ ... though at one point it got so bad that we were sure that 
the meaning of the 'F' in FYBO was going to have to be changed! 


I haven't totaled the logs yet, but it appears we have over 100 
contacts with 25-30 SPCs. Our multiplier for below 20F, alternative 
power, and field operation is 48. This is our first FYBO so I have no 
idea how good or bad of a score this is for multi-op. 


I would like to thank all of the FYBO Participants for being there to 
give us this opportunity to have so much fun. I would like to thank all 
of the all day and even part time participants in NVQS's inaugural 
event. Special mention has to go to Fran, KM1Z, who made the lion's 
share of the contacts and several long runs of a Q a minute. 


I would be remiss if I didn't mention the equipment. By noon we had 
settled on running just 40 and 20 using the K-1. We had Bob's K-1, my 
OHR WM-2 QRP Power Meter and a K10 keyer that Fran built (Fran checked 
the keyer out the night before by putting it in the deep freezer for 
several hours at OF and it still worked!). These items were out exposed 
in the cold (11F at 1400z, peaked at 22F, down to OF by 0100Z) without 
any break for over nine hours and none of them acted up. The K-1 is a 
magnificent rig for this operation. None of us can believe the LCD 
screen on the K-1 never even burped in that cold ... after this exposure 
there are at least two more of us planning to get a K-1 in the near 
future. 


Check the NVQS website now for the digital pictures we took. The color 
prints will have to be scanned when we get them back.

FYBO 2001 went like this: 


Our place (just outside the town of Monument, Colorado 7000' ) is almost at 
the base of Mt Herman(9000') on the eastern slope. From home I drove up and 
around Mt Herman road to the trailhead on the SW side. It's about a 15 
minute drive when the roads aren't snow packed. But my back wheels on my old 
2W-drive PU truck never stopped spinning (XYL had to use the 4X4 to run 
erands). Fish tailing and sliding all the way up made sure I was plenty 
awake by the time parked at the trailhead. I hiked up to the ridge that 
runs between the two summits to the top then went off trail (snow depth: 1-3 
feet) to the south summit where folks rarely venture. The trail is in good 
shape (left the snowshoes in the truck) but pretty steep (1000' gain in 
about 3/4 mile) in places and the snow pack made for slippery going. Like a 
ludge run on the way down! 


The DK9SQ mast re-purposed as a walking stick really came in handy as a 
human support (3 legs are better than 2). My pack weighed in at 
511bs(zikes!) a little on the heavy side for a comfortable day hike. But 
the trudge up was worth it! Parked at my favorite site with peak views(as in 
Pikes, Evans, and more ) and plenty SW exsposure w/sunshine and temps in 
the 20s. 2000' drop off to the east with180 degrees view and same on the 
west only 700' drop off! Perched higher up on some rocks was my DK9SQ mast 
which set up in minutes. Suspended on top was a simple 40m 1/2-wave inverted 
vee #22 insulated silver-tinned wire w/50' of the cheap RS 300-ohm 
feedline('cuz it's lightweight). The K2 came alive. W1VT/Zack was my first Q 
on 10m. Played on 10/15m mostly where my 500mW was more productive and while 
signals were good. W9SUL/Dave was my last Q on 40m(500mW!) with a total of 


47 FUN-QSOs. (score and pics follow) 


I found myself getting cold and stiff just sitting and making Qs the first 
couple hours plus it was slowing down. So I parked on a frequency and 
entered beacon mode while I fiddled with the stove and layered on more 
clothes. Hunger had me churning through my pack surveying what possibilities 
existed for lunch! Never fails, I got an answer to my CQs just as I was 
about to pour some hot soup in my cup. (What are going to do camp or 
contest?)But it was an absolute GREAT time! Weather was pleasant especially 
the occasional sunshine. Thank you ALL for being out there (or in there 
whichever) and making it so! CU agn next year for sure! Steve/n@tu

I nearly got skunked. 


It started off well. I finished the 2N2/40 Wednesday, and Friday I was 
trying to banish the intermittent insability that has always plagued my Red 
Hot 20. Thought I had it all under control late Friday night and finished 
off the evening with a few 807's (that's 2SC2078's to you younger guys) 
while reading the new QRP Quarterly. 


Saturday morning it was clear and 17 F in Russellville. While drinking 
coffee and packing the Miata, I heard the terrible screaming of a cat 
fight. I charged out the front door to banish the enemy cat and fell hard, 
flat on my face on the concrete. Ouch. Guess I showed that cat. No 
injury to my sending hand, so I proceeded on. Had to transfer the stuff to 
my wife's minivan at her mom's house. Flipped up the back door of the van 


and my card table somersaulted out and hit me on the shin. Ouch again. 


Proceeded up to the mountain. It's a steep little mountain, pretty much 
uninhabited, rising just a few hundred feet above surrounding terrain near 
Paris, AR. I hadn't been there since FYBO 2000. Some might say it's 
lovely and peaceful up there, but to me it was creepy. Gnarly, twisted 
trees, tangled thorn bushes, crows exulting over the misfortune of some 
small creature, the sounds of traffic carried on the wind sounding eerie 
and far away--it was like a haunted forest in a gothic story. To make 
matters worse, my brother the deer hunter had reported walking right up on 
a family of bears up there last Spring. Bears, yet! Now I not only have 
to put up the antenna and operate, buty also keep my head spinning 360 like 
a WW2 bomber pilot, watching for bears. 


This year's antenna was hastily put together Friday night. A 66 foot long 

dipole fed with 100 feet of 300 ohm twin lead and my Matchbox. I got it up 
about 40 feet with only a few of my trademark miscalculations. Set up the 

card table, rig and coffee thermos and was ready at about 10:20. (Contest 

started @ 8:00 Central.) The WX was bright and sunny and the temperature 

was 32F, but all the setup activity had made me take off my jacket. 


First I hooked up my new triumph--the 2N2/40. Just the bare board on the 
card table with clip leads to the battery. Fired it up and was greeted 
by--Classic Rock! I'd forgotten that the local AM station's tower is right 
below me at the base of the mountain. With no case and excess lead length 
to all my controls, the 2N2/40 was doing a great job of picking them up. I 
could hear one or two strong CW signals through the din of Aerosmith and 
Leonard Skynnerd(?) but no FYBO action. Fiddled with the wires a bit to 
try to reduce the BCI and managed to break off a wire to the speaker jack. 
That pretty much ended my 40 meter activity, but I don't think there was 
much on anyway. 


Replaced the 2N2/40 with the Red Hot 20. It sounded OK, but I was having 
trouble raising even really strong stations. Ones I got through to had a 
lot of trouble copying me. They gave me 'sympathy' 559's and asked for 
lots of repeats. I fooled around with it for an hour or so; dropped the 
antenna and checked the connections--they were good. I'm blaming the 
failure on the full-wave (on 20) dipole. I thought about cutting it down 
to 20 M size but ... eventually, the Red Hot 20's instability woes came 
back. The signals were warbly and drifting all over. 


Packed it up around 1 PM. While backing out, I ran into a small tree. Put 
a little dent in my wife's car almost right on top of the dent my son put 
there six months ago when he backed into a tree. Fortunately, she's still 
got the insurance money in her hip pocket to fix it, so I'm claiming a free 
ride. 


Came home, hooked up the 2N2/40, fixed the broken wire and made a few FYBO 


QSO's on 40 in the cheating (indoor) mode. 

I'm claiming partial success for FYBO-2001. It was kinda fun and it got me 
out of the house. I didn't get eaten by bears. Now I've got a whole year 
to make sure my equipment is ready to go on FYBO 2002.

Four feet of snow, two sleet squalls, snow falling from 
trees, and temperatures in the mid 30s made for a great FYBO 
here in Idaho. I snowshoed about 1/2 mile in the mountains 
near Elk River, ID to a place where the trees are spaced 
just right for putting up antennas. All the radio gear was 
loaded on a sled. Using the trusty slingshot I got two 
lines so I could pull a double Zepp fed with ladder line up 
about 50 feet. The antenna tuner in my K2 loaded all the 
bands from 40 to 10 without trouble. During the antenna 
work the first sleet squall came through. Next I dug a pit 
in the four feet of snow and made a comfortable operating 
chair. Getting from the trail head to the site, erecting 
the antenna, and setting up the operating pit took about an 
hour and a half and I was on the air at 1800 Z. 


I bounced back and forth on 20, 15, and 10. Each of these 
bands seemed to be in good shape with enough activity to 
keep your interest. As it warmed up from 33 degrees and 
especially when the sun came out, the snow fell out of the 
trees. I had dug the pit away from any trees, a happy 
accident, so most of the snow didn't affect me. However, 
during a contact with K4ADI in FL as he was sending his 
exchange a blob of snow landed on the paddles causing them 
to short and send dits and dahs in a meaningless stream. As 
I was trying to dry them off K4ADI sent a couple of K7TQ DE 
K4ADI ??? wondering what was going on. I couldn't get them 
dried off in time to complete the contact. 


It seemed a good time for lunch so I got out the Svea stove 


and fired it up. Out came the can of soup, but there was no 
can opener to be found. Rats! Oh well, I ate the cookies, 
pudding, and candy bar instead. 


The paddles dried and I was back on the air until sleet 
squall number two arrived. I covered the K2 and paddles and 
sat in the falling sleet. This one was a bit longer than 
the first and at the end much of my stuff was wet from the 
melted sleet, but not the radio. More operating. Now the 
paper was wet or damp and the pen didn't write. I struggled 
with that a bit longer, but finally gave up and packed up 
and headed back to the car. 


Final total was 43 Qs in 29 S/P/Cs. My temperatures ranged 
from 33 to 40. There were many familiar calls, a few chats, 
and a couple of QRO operators as well. A great day to be 
outside doing radio in the snow. Thanks to all who stopped 
by for a Q.

Gang, 


Ok, so I have this really neat roundtable Hell QSO with two guys on the 


East Coast & a guy here in Ohio. It was really kinda neat. It started out 
with me & Howard (N7EXN) talking about prions & oncology & how the 
world's gonna become vegetarian pretty quick once everything what has 
muscles will become infected with some BSE sort of disease. Then Joel 
(W3ZWR) jumps in for his first Hellschreiber Q and then while me & Howard 
is showin' him which buttons NOT to push, Lloyd (W3FN) drops in for his 
second or such Q in Hell. 


Now I was runnin' the SG2020 at abt on Watt (you can really turn it down 
in something beside 1 W increments, but you have to use the Force or 
intuition 'cause the display don't say what's really happenin') into the 
homebrew/CCI amp runnin' abt 10W out to the antoona. It's a pretty easy 
set up: the '2020 don't get too hot & the amp (which is overventilated 
[no, not like asthma ventilated; more like just lots of fans]) does all 
the brute force work. 


But I kept thinkin' that it'd be nice to have the K2 run Hell. 


My previous use of the K2 on Hell was really, well, scary. I got done 
with one of my long-winded Qs and discovered that the "heatsink" part of 
the chassis was hot. Like not enough to raise a blister, but definitely 
over 98.6 F. So I stopped runnin' Hell on the K2 & used the TR7 for a 
while (I may go back to that, but that'll depend on what I get to at the 
bottom of this missive.) 


So I'm thinkin': the K2 is a perfect CW radio. The K2 has full-tilt, 
non-relay QSK. And true Hellschreiber (not the computer kind but the 
mechanical kind) is basically a very fast, alternate form of CW. Carrier 
on, carrier off, blickity-blick-blickity-blick until all the "parts" of 
the character have been sent. Kinda like a very slow dot-matrix printer. 


Now I'm using Nino Porcino's Hellschreiber software. Works great. The 
output is a tone that plays through the SSB transmitter like the keying 
of CW. But what if I took the tone & turned it into a DC pulse to open & 
close a transistor switch which would be hosed up across the CW keying 
line? Would that not make the Hell signal what it truly is/was? And thus 
not have to leave the K2 in SSB mode (which I think is part of the 
heating problem)? 


Like I need to cobble together another keying circuit.
